Liliio Maud Evans, wife of Qeo. B. 
Evans. manager 
of the 
American 


Transfer Co., was murdered In 
her 


home in thl» city early today. 
Her 


hus!.and, from wham «he filled suit for 
divorce, last Wednesday, cannot bo 
jcmmi, and the police are searching 
for him. He was seen In » saloon 
near bis home early today, when he 
displayed a revolver. The murder is 
t,eilt»-ed to have been committed -while 
Mrs. Evan'a was asleep. A servant 
srir! was aroused by shots and the 
i,,u-i voice of a man. The maa. accord- 
ing to the girl, flred two shot*, both of 
which went wide of the mark. Then 
catching hold of Mrs. Evans1 by her 
hair, he dragged her to the side of 
?h- i""J nearest him. deliberately plao 
, d his revolver against the back of her 
neck-, and flnvl. Tho shot literally 
Mew tho woman's head off. He then 
w.aped. Later Evan's (lead body was 
found in Ml. St. Mary's cemetery .two 
miles from the si^ae- c? Ihc murder. 
He had shot himself in the head. 


Mrs. Evans, who was 26 years of 


age, was a society woman. She was 
married to Evans, in 1898. Last Wed- 


nesday, sfie filed suit for divorce, al- 
leging drunkenness and cruelty, and 
at the name tftae, brought suit demand- 
Ing that her husband pay $800 for 
rent of the bam occupied by the com- 
pany of which he is manager. 


The property, Mrs. Evan's asserted, 


belongs to her, and in addition, she 
asked an order restraining Evans from 
disposing of two valuable race horses, 
and other property which she said 
also belonged to her. Mrs. Evan's at- 
tracted much attention last March, 
during the teamsters strike by driving 
one of her husbands transfer wagon's 
which the regular driver refused to 
take out of the barn, for fear of vio- 
lence at the hands of the 
strikers. 


Mrs Evan's made several trips, perch- 
ed on the seat of a big truck, 
be-

through the crowds of jeering strikers. 
Once, when some of the strikers tried 
to cut thw horses traces, she lashed 
the men with her whip, and proceeded 
with out. beins further molested.

Mrs. Evan's also gained 
some notoriety by horse whipping » 
man who had attempted to flirt with 
her.

Cheyenne, Wyo., Aug. IB.—Advices 


from Lander*, at 2 o'clock thta morn- 
Ing, indicate that that town wlil prob- 
ably be the scene of a double lynching 
and that Jaa Keffer and Jaa. Dollard 
will be th* victims. A large crowd of 
excited men gathered about the Land- 
er's jail at 11:30 last night, and for a 
time, It looked as though the bastile 
would be stormed at once. The mob 
was armed with rifles and revolvers, 
and two or three men carried ropes. 
After a brief consultation among the 
leaders, the crowd apparently dispers- 
ed. Since that hour, men have been 
seen lurking in the shadows of the 
buildings of the county jail, and an at- 
tack is expected at any moment, the 
dispersing of the mob being a ruse, it 
is believed, to throw the officers off 
their guard. 


Dollard killed Frank Bryant in a 


saloon, on Wednesday, after having 
brained Ross Stringer, with a board In 
the street. 
Dollard, who is an ex- 


rough rider, was "shooting up 
the 


town" at the time. James Keffer was 
convicted of murdering Wm. Marrin. 
a stage tender on the Lander-Rawlins 
line, two years ago, and was sentenced 
to be hanged, but was granted a stay 
of execution pending an application to 
the supreme court. Th« regular guard 
is at the jail, that is all. Sentiment 'n 
Lander appears to be all one way, and 
unless the prisoners are spirited away 
which Is doubtful, it seems certain 
that both men will be hanged. 


Comes Off Tonight. 


Cheyenne, Wyo.. Aug. 15.--Up to 10 


o'clock this morning, no lynching had 
occurred at La-,<?pv, but the sentiment 
for one appeared to be very strong, 
anrl it is feared an attempt will be 
made tonight, if not before, to take 
both Dollard and Keffer from jail and 
hang them.

It is uncertain whether forests in any 
way influence the quantity of rainfall 


As a broad proposition merely it 


may be said that catchment areas 
from which municipal water supplies 
are drawn, should be heavily forested. 
Nevertheless, Mr Rafter thinks that 
it would not be a good investment for 
the city of New York to undertake to 
reforest the Croton catchment area; 
and for this opinion, he assigns the 
following reasons. 
To acquire the 


entire watershed— a necessary prere- 
quisite — and to plant It in trees would 
cost, on a very conservative basis of 
estimate, about $24,000,000. 
There 


would bo some consequent increase of 
water supply after about 30 years, but 
120 years would be needed to realize 
the full effect of forestation and to pro- 
duce the estimated resulting addi- 
tional supply of about 7r, 000 000 gal- 
lons per day. By t*e expiration of 
the 120 years, however, the original 
'•ost compounded at 3 per cent inter- 
est would amount to about $7,SO,000.- 
000. a sum out of all proportion to the 
n suiting daily increase of water sup- 
ply. 
Hence the attempt to increase 


the water supply by ton-station of the' 
Croton catchment area is inexpedient.

The rapid growth 
in the use of tin in the United States 
coupled with the fact that practically 
none of that article is produced in this 
country, suggested the importation of 
tin in the form of ore, and the smelt- 
ing of the ore and manufacture of the 
pig tin at home. A plant for this pur- 
pose has been erected in the United 
States, and the shipment of ore from 
the Malayan Peninsula was about to 
begin when the department of com- 
merce 
and 
labor 
received 
word 


through the reports of the 
United 


States consul, at Straits Settlements, 
that an export duty of |30 per picui 
(133 pounds) bad been levied on tin 
ore exported; tho purpose of this ex- 
port tax on the ore being to prevent 
its exportation in the natural staff 
and to retain for the people of 
the 


Malayan states the profits of smeltinp. 


Whether this will terminate the pro- 


ject of importing the ore into the t'ni- 
ted States for smelting, cannot yet 
be told. The Malayan states now pro- 
duce moro than half of the tin which 
enters into the commerce of the world, 
their total shipments in 1901 being 50 
thousand tons, out of a lotal of RSt.oon 
tons, entering the markets 
of 
the 


world in that year. Next in import- 
ance in the tin product of the world 
after that of tho Malayan States, is 
that of the Dutch East Indies, which 
market about 20,000 
tons in 1901.

Whether 
the 
proposed 


smelters of the United States will be 
able to obtain ore for their new works 
elsewhere, now that the importation 
from the Malayan states' Is practically 
prohibited by the new export duty, is 
not. known. It is, however, an inter- 
esting fact that three-fourths of the 
world's tin comes from parts of the 
world, not far distant from the Philip- 
pine Islands, and this fact, coupled 
with the growing demand for tin in 
the- United States, may lead to care- 
ful examination as to Cue possibility 
of tin production in the Philippines.
